Wasliington—Further details of the 


administration plan to solve the ag- 
ricultural surplus problem have be- 
come available. They reveal that the 
scheme is not untried, for it combines 
.some of the best features of the Cana- 
dian wlicat pool system which has 
been successfully operated in the last 
few years. Adaptation to American 
methods will require many changes 
and the American government will be 
able to do things for the farmer which 
private bankers are not always able 
to do in Canada. 
In short, thc federal government, 


while applying banking principles, can 
render a supply of credit which pri- 
vate bankers could hardly undertake, 
though ultimately when the banking 
•world sees how little risk is attached 
to the plan it would not be surprising 
to see private banking operations take 
over the credit system proposed to be 
set UP by the new plan. 
, 
- - - 


At present the Canadian farmer can 


take his wheat to the pool and get a 
dollar down at the elevator. 
When 


wheat is selling around $1.18 a bushel 
this is a large enough proportion for 
him to finance his overhead expenses 
until the wheat is finally sold. It is 
estimated that American farmers un- 
der the present system have rarely 
been able to get more than 75 cents as 
compared to the dollar obtained by 
Canadian farmers. "The net/result of 
the Canadian -system is that last year 
$1-53 was returned per bushel to the 
Canadian farmer who -went into the 
pool as compared with $1.35 which 
the American farmer secured operat- 
ing also under a protective tariff. 


STABILIZATION BOARDS 


• The exact operation of the new plan 
•will, of course, undergo many changes 
before a final draft of a bill is ready, 
but generally speaking, the idea is to 
set up the stabilization boards for each 
crop, which boards or corporations 
•would be subsidiaries of the co-opera- 
tive ' organizations. The assumption 
is that the co-operatives would con- 
trol the largest part of the crop. The 
stabilization board would step in as a 
central selling agency and being pri- 
vately owned it could decide for itself 
at what price it would T>uy in thc sur- 
plus. Its decision would be based on 
statistical surveys and the govern- 
ment's information machinery would 
toe at its disposal. 
. 
The plan is not to buy the crop a1 


an expected top price but simply at a 
figure conservatively estimated to be 
a maximum of what thc producei 
ought to pet. Thus while cotton sold 
at an average ot 24 cents for a few 
years and then suddenly the bottom 
dropped out of the market, the cotton 
farmers 
began selling at 11 cents 


when everybody here knew that th* 
crop was worth at least 16 cents il 
thc farmers could organize themselves 
sufficiently to hold on. 


PSYCHOLOGICAL. EFFECT 


In other words, had thc stabilization 


board been in existence, thc farmers 
surplus would have been bought in at 
16 cents which would have had a 
psychological effect on thc price situa- 
tion at once. 
Thc whole plan might have bcti 


put in effect heretofore in thc Unite* 
States if any of thc co-operative pools 
had controlled a majority of thc crop 
at thc wheat pool docs in Canada. To 
correct this weakness, thc administra 
tion plan in effect supports the co 
operative movement by giving the 
stabilization board a line of credit tha 
will make membership in a co-opera 
tivc organization attractive.

•hould over-buy, it would, in turn 
call on its profits of a preceding year 
to roakc up for its possible error in 
3'oapnent. But the stablization board

Jn other words, thc 


stabilization corporation would do 
•what its name implies stabilize—so 
that thc panicky farmer ww»M no 
damp his product on thc market at a 
sacrifice price oat -would be enabled 
to gtt a price that would be com 
mensurate with what the value of th 
crop really was. based on accurat

He charges that 
he was hit on the back of the head 
and knocked to the floor and that who- 
ever attacked him stole his money and 
watch and then fired the house. He 
says that he was found by his uncle 
who came to the house when he saw 
the flames.

stated that he placed no credence in 
the man's story, •while Sheriff Hjalmcr 
Frostman said that he had not heard 
of the attack or robbery until called 
by the Associated Press.

For instance, one common though erratic notion 


about meirrini is that the attack is brought on by 
"biliousness." Indeed, a popular name for the at- 
tack is "bilious headache." a fancy which probably 
STOWS out of the fact that in mos>t cases the vomit- 
ing attending the attack brings up some bilo .stained 
fluid after the stomach has been emptied by re- 
peated retching. This appearance of bile, however, 
is a perfectly normal sequence of prolonged rctcliins 
or repeated vomiting: from any cause whatever, and 
it rather indicates that the liver and bile apparatus 
are functioning normally. But the students of me- 
grini. while recognizing that the vomiting is an ef- 
fect or a feature of the headache rather than a 
cause, do not gainsay tha, fact that most cases of 
so called "biliousness" spell overeating and a simple 
rebellion of nature. It Is both wisdom and discre- 
tion, therefore, for the victim of megrim to avoid 
overindulgence in food or condiment, since the fre- 
quency and severity of the seizures in megrim vary 
inversely with the physical condition or fitness of 
the Individual. A megrim, subject is most likely to 
have one of the attacks'when overfed or overstrain- 
ed by the trials and vexations of life. 


One-third of all cases of megrim bejrin in child- 


hood, nine-tenths of alj cases arc established by the 
age of 25 years. Only rarely does the trouble de- 
velop after thirty. Females are slightly more often 
affected than males, but there is no chance for an 
argument here, save to say that we males have a 
way of shifting burdens to the weaker sex. A strik- 
ing fact is that the onset of megrim often dates 
from a period of illness or lowered health—and I 
believe in most instances such illness or lowered 
health is as much the Individual's own fault as it 
is the fault of heredity, environment or the ignor- 
ance or callousness of the community in- regard to 
sanitation.

of eyestrain is lengthening of the intervals bef\\cen 
seizures: it is seldom that megrim is so slight a 
taint that it may be wiped out altogether by the 
relief of eyestrain. The sensible "view"of this factor 
is that the migrainous subject "should'be a little 
more particular about the correction of eyestrain 
that ordinary folks need be. just as he must be a 
little more careful abouut avoiding excesses in eat- 
ing than ordinary folk have to be. 


The same policy holds true as regards the avoid- 


ance of constipation. Xo excuse for anybody to get 
the 
constipation or physic habit unless there is 


some actual organic disease or defect of the ali- 
mentary system. The megrim patient must be es- 
pecially careful to avoid this depraved habit.

LOANS FOB VETERANS 


Washington, D. C. — Many veter- 


ans of the- "Worid 
War 
anxiously 


awaited January 1, 1927, which was 
the 'first date on which they might 
borrow money, using their adjusted 
compensation certificates as security. 
Under the Act these loans were to be 
made through banks 
qualified 
to 


make such loans. To the consterna- 
tion and chagrin of many veterans 
it was found that a number of such 
banks were not only not anxious to 
make loans on the certificates, but 
absolutely refused to do so. The rea- 
son generally given was 
that 
the 


loans were small and the amount of 
work entailed was too great to war- 
rant them. 


The question then came up as to 


the 
Government's 
making 
these 


loans. An item providing funds for 
this purpose was included in the ur- 
gency deficiency appropriation bill 
which failed to pass. The Veterans' 
Bureau wag then in the position of 
having 
been authorized to 
make 


loans to veterans but no money was 
provided. When Congress closed with- 
out having passed the necessary leg- 
islation, the Bureau began* to fig- 
ure how the loan authorization bill 
previously enacted might be put into 
effect 


General Prank T. Hines, the Direc- 


tor of the Veterans' Bureau, an- 
nounced the other day that Plans 
were to be put into operation for de- 
veloping 
a 
sufficient 
fund 
from 


which to make the loans by using 
funds which accrue for investment in 
the converted insurance fund at the 
rate of $3,000,000 a month, 
Form- 


erly, these funds have been invested In 
Farm Loan bonds. 


The Bureau will go into the busi- 


ness of making these loans on April 
1, steps having been taken to have 
all the regional offices in the United 
States and the sub-offices 
in the 


Philippines and Hawaii equipped for 
the work. The loans will be made by 
the disbursing clerk at the Veter- 
ans* Bureau and by the special dis- 
bursing agents at the regional offices 
and various United veterans' hospi- 
tals. The first two named may make 
loans to any veteran, but those in the 
hospitals. 


SAME AS BANK LOANS 


Loans will be made to veterans by 


the Bureau under the same general 
conditions as those under which 
banks lend money on tho adjusted 
compensation certificates. Tho rate of 
interest is the same — not more than 
two per cent per--annum above the 
rate charged at the date the loan JE 
made for the discount of 90-day com- 
mercial paper by the Federal Reserve 
Bank of the district in which 


N the 


regional office or'-veterans* hospita 
is located. Since the subofflces located 
in Manila and Honolulu are a part oi 
the central office, the rate of inter 
est charged must be the same as that 
in effect in Washington, D. C. The 
amount of interest is computed on the 
basis of a thirty-day month and a 
360-day year. 


Only the veteran named iu the 


certificate can lawfully obtain a loan 
on his adjusted compensation certifi- 
cate. The beneficiary has 
not thi 


privilege, nor is his consent necessary 
in order for the veteran to obtain .a 
loan. When a veteran applies for ~ 
loan, he must be identified 
as 
the 


person entitled to the certificate of- 
fered-as security. In order that'this 
identification may be'made as bimple 
as possible, he may be identified by 
the postmaster of his community, by 
an officer, over his official title, of a 
post, chapter, or other comparable 
unit of a recognized veterans' organi- 
zation such as the American Le- 
gion,;or by a notary public. 


All notes will be made payable af- 


ter one year, but if the veteran is un- 
able to meet his note at that time 
it will be automaically exended from 
year to year for periods of one year 
in the amount of the principal plus in- 
terest accrued to the end of the im- 
mediately preceding expired loan year. 
This total amount will then, automat- 
ically become a new principal each 
year provided a loan may be paid off 
at any time by the payment of the 
principal and occrued interest. 


A veteran whose outstanding loan 


is less than the loan value' of his 
certificate, may negotiate a new loan 
up to the amount of such loan value. 
In such a case the proceeds cr the 
new loan are applied first to repay, 
the amount of the former loan with 
accrued interest thereon, and 
the 


balance is then paid to the veteran. 
.MAY REPAY OX MONTHLY BASIS1 


The regulations also provide that a 


veteran, may repay his laon in'month- 
ly installments of five dollars or a 
multiple thereof. For interest pur- 
poses, each installment will be credit- 
ed to his account as of the first day 
of the loan month following the date 
on. which the payiiujm. is received. At 
the cftd of the year the borrower may 
pay in full the exact amount of in- 
terest due. These payments may be 
sent- 1n the form of cash, check, draft, 
or money? It Is, however, specifically 
stated that postage stamps will not 
be accepted. Any one who has been

DUKE OF SUSSEX—SON OF 


GEORGE 111—1773—1843. 


The Duke of Sussex was not the 


first member of a royal family to 
defy conventions and marry the 
woman he loved. This son of 
George III became 'enamoured of 
the charms of Lady Augusta, a 
daughter of the Karl of Dunmere. 
while he was touring: Kuropc. And 
in violation of the lioyal Marriage 
Act, he married her in Rome. The 
marriage was never recognized by 
his family, and the young pair 
were eventually separated. Lady 
Augusta passed the rest of her life 
in seclusion, and the Duke of 
Sussex never remarried, lie was 
a man of great intellectual power 
and a serious student throughout 
his life.

LUMBER MOVEMENT IS 


UG6IN6 SLIOHTLY 


In its weekly review of the lumber 


market, the American Lumberman, 
Chicago, says: 


•Although prospects for lumber trade 


are becoming increasingly bright, the 
movement for the present is lagging 
a little. Retail trade lias been pre- 
vented from developing because of bad 
weather in many sections of the coun- 
try, extensive storm and flood dam- 
age having occurred last week in the 
South, with unfavorable conditions 
continuing in the North and East. Yet 
March construction contracts awarded 
have broken all previous records for 
any month, and exceeded those for 
March of last year by sixteen per 
cent. There has been a steady gain 
sinc.e. the dull period in January, and 
totals for "the year to date are only 
four and a half per cent behind those 
for last year with reports on contem- 
plated new construction 
indicating 


further gains. 


Softwood mills to date this year 


have produced less lumber than they 
did in the flrst thirteen weeks of last 
year. Their sales this year have 
amounted to^hirtcen per cent more 
than their production ,thc same ex- 
cess as for this period lust year. Book- 
ings held tot this percentage of cut 
during the week ended April 2. Pric- 
es of the principal species have kept 
tho firmness they developed in the last 
couple of weeks, and buyers are will- 
ingly paying the advances then put 
into effect. Manufacturers feel that 
quotations arc still too low. Buyers 
keep closely to current needs, which 
are not large, because of handicaps 
on consumption in the building trades. 
Mill stocks arc being reduced, but not 
by as large amounts as might be ex- 
pected at this season, though it is be- 
lieved that a few weeks of good wea- 
ther would cause a heavy drain on 
them. 


Tho hardwood output of the South, 


amounting to about six-sevenths ot the 
total included in reports, has shown 
a further decline because of rain- 
storms and floods in producing terri- 
tory, and during the week ended April 
2 it amounted to only seventy-one per 
cent of normal. 
Bookings by the 


southern mills so far this year have 
amounted to fourteen per cent more 
than their production, as compared 
with eleven per cent more in the cor- 
responding period of last year. This 
is the season of highest output for 
the northern hardwood mills, and 
bookings to date have taken sixty- 
four per cent of the cut, which is a 
slight Impiwcmenl ox-cr last year's 
record of sixty-three per cent above. 
Although there has been a. good move- 
ment of hardwood to automobile 
plants, furniture trade suffers from 
the poor weather, and building trades work.

cause thei c is not sufficient trading in 
any one stock to make such listing 
worth while. Those owning them want 
to hold rather than sell them. There 
are, honcxcr. brokers in New York, 
Boston. Hartford, and other cities who 
specialize in insurance stocks. These 
stocks are also constantly being sold 
on the big auctions such as are weekly 
operated by Adrian H. Muller & Sons, 
in New Yoi k and K. L. Day & Co. in 
Boston. Among the most 
popular 
stocks are tho Travelers' Life, the 
Hartfoid Fite Insuianco company and 
tho Fidelity Casutlty. These three 
companies represent the thiee differ- 
ent groups above mcntioncd.- 


Hence an investor who bought these 


thiee itocks \\ould havo an interest 
in. every class of insurance business. 


Imontion these companies only as 


illustrations for there are many oth- 
er companies which arc just as good. 
Readers, however, should remember 
that -many of the best known com- 
panies like the "Equitable Life" are 
mutual companies and have none or 
very little stock outstanding. 


GENERAL BUSINESS 


Logically, the insurance business 


should be best when general business 
is poorest. When one is threatened 
with a declining business he needs in- 
surance of every kind more than when 
profits are rolling in. Statistics show, 
however, that this is a case where the 
theory does not prove out. People buj 
insurance, as they do most other 
things, when they have the money 
When times are good wages high and 
money easy, all kinds of insurance 
business prosper. This fact has been 
another reason for the great increase 
m "insurance which has taken place 
during the past few years.

than it has been during the past few 
years. However, this is not a reason 
which should deter investors from 
buying the stocks or young men from 
entering the employ of insurance com- 
panies.

SAYSAUTHORITY 


Urges Teachers Not to Neg- 


lect Ear Training in Music 
Courses

The condition of pianos In American 


homes indicates a general carelessness 
concerning music, and tho 
teacher 


•who does not pay attention to ear 
training is doing-little to develop the 
musical spirit of students, according 
to Dr. Sigmund Spaeth, one of the 
outstanding figures In the piomotional 
field of music today. Elmer Cole, 
piano tuner, 1313 S. Lawc-st, quotes 
Dr. Spaeth in urging that the piano be 
kept in tune a*, all times. 
It Is a part of the responsibility of 


every teacher of piano to see that his 
pupils havo adequate instruments for 
practice at home as well as during the 
actual time of the lesson1. Mr. Colo 
points out. The best teaching in the 
world may be seriously handicapped if 
the piano standaids^ot the pupil are 
neglected during his progress. 


Tho assumption that "anything is 


good enough for the beginner" Is dan- 
georus. 
It not only handicaps the 


child but may lead to an actual dis- 
taste for music, since its 
potential 


beauty Is given no opportunity to as- 
sert itself. 
Playing on pianos which are con- 


stantly out of tune may easily dull the 
sense of hearing to such an extent 
that correct pitch is no longer iccog- 
nized, Mr. Cole points out. The teach- 
er should use every influence possible 
to have the pupils play only on pianos 
in good condition. If the financial cir 
cumstances of the family make it dif 
ficult to secure a desirable instrument 
it would, in some cases, be better to 
stop the lessons altogether.

Record Mark of March, 
Says Review.

But 
in March, 1927. when steel ingot pro 
duction attained an all-time daily high 
of 168,867 tons, unfilled tonnage fell 
off only 43,979 tons.

year. At present the steclmaklng rate 
is about 30 per cent, compared -with 
the record of 94.1 per cent of March: 
last year the contraction was from
